individual matters have-been invaded to a considerable extent 
If now.people apparently in good health, and who have,every 
reason to believe themselves so to be, are to be brought unde 
official inspection and regulation, the time would seem to be 
approaching whn the last vestige of. individual liberty will be 
gone.

Tho Monroe doctrine Is a claim of much vagueness arid many 
dangerous possibilities n claim that should be exercised with much discre- 
tion untllmoro keenly dellnod. It Is exceedingly unpopular with all na- 
tions In South America, who naturally do not relish our playing the big 
policeman without their consent. 


Nor,do some of the great powers like our standing In,tho way of their 


colonial ambitions. As - they become more thickly populated, tho national 
land hunger will Increase,' and tho overflow of tho population may seek new 
fields in South America. 
Such a development IB of much economic Im- 


portance to tho United States. Hence the necessity of the Monroe doctrine 
which will encourage and not discourage the commercial growth of that 
vast and rich territory.—By Henry Clows, New York Banker.
